These comrades who fought side 
by side, again met t i fight their battles 
over and recount the many stirring 
scenes of the days of ’61 and ’65, from 
memory’s fount, telling tales and remin­ 
iscences of the great struggle which was 
begun thirty years ago. 
These same men proved themselves 
t ) be Spartan heroes when their coun­ 
try was in danger. 
They heeded its 
call, rose in the power of right, and 
crushed out forever the germ of reDel- 
lion. 
Rushville’, hospitality was freely ex­ 
tended to t ie old vet tans. 
From busi­ 
ness houees and residences the st ir- 
epangled banner flaunted proudly in 
the Summer breezes, and met the gaze 
of loyal men and wai-soarred veterans 
at every ooruer.

so gladly left their homes to uphold and 
defend. 
The men who met on Tuesday 
had faoed death on many battlefields— 
at Rocky Face, Resacoa, Dallas, Lost 
Mountain,

Franklin and Wise Forks.

%nd devils 
m ake a banquet of fire and fill their cup s 
of gall, and drink deep to the health of the 
old m erchant who swallowed up the y oung 
m erchant who got stuck on sp ring goods 
and went down. 
That is one way , and 
some of y ou have tried it. 
6AVB HIM IN THIS WORLD AND THE NEXT. 
B u t there is another way . That y oung 
merchant who found th at he had miscalcu­ 
lated in lay ing in too many goods of one 
kind, and been flung of the u nu su al season, 
is standing behind the counter, feeling 
very blue and biting his finger nails, or 
looking over his account books, which 
read darker and worse every time he looks 
at them , and thinking how his y oung wife 
will have to be p u t in a p lainer house than 
*he ever exp ected to live in, or go to a 
third rate boarding house, where they have 
tough liver and sour bread five m ornings 
ou t of the seven. 
An old m erchant comes in and say s:

I will help y on to some goods 
th at y ou can sell for me on commission, 
and I will go down to one of the wholesale 
houses and tell them th at I know y ou and 
will back y ou up , and if y ou w ant a few 
dollars to bridge over the p resent I can let 
y ou have them. 
Be as economical as y ou 
can, keep a stiff up p er lip , and remember 
th at y ou have two friends, God and my ­ 
self. 
Good morning!” 
The old m erchant goes away aud the 
y oung m an goes behind hi* desk, and the 
tears roll down his cheek*. 
It is the first 
tim e he has cried. Disaster made him mad 
at every thing, and mad at man and mad 
at God. 
B u t this kindness melts him, and 
the tears seem to relieve his brain, and hi# 
sp irit# rise from ten below zero to eighty 
in tbe shade, and becomes ou t of the crisis. 
About three y ears after, this y oung m er­ 
chant goes into th* old merchant*# store 
and say s; “W ell, my old friend, I was this 
m orning thinking over w hat y on did for 
me three y ears ago 
You help ed me ou t of 
Au awful crisis in my commercial history . 
I learned wisdom, p rosp erity has come, 
and th* p allor has gone ou t of my wife’s 
cheeks, aud the roses th at were there when 
I courted her In her father’s house have 
bloomed again, and my business is sp len­ 
did, and I thou ght I ou ght to let y ou know 
that y ou saved a m an!” 
In a short time after, the old m erchant, 
who had been a good while shaky in hi* 
limbs and who had p oor sp ells, is called to 
leave the world, and one m orning after he 
had read the tw enty -third Psalm abou t 
“The Lord is my shep herd,” he closes his 
ey e* on this world, aud an angel who had 
been for many y ears ap p ointed to watch 
the old m an’s dwelling, cries up ward the 
news th at the p atriarch’s sp irit is about 
ascending, and the twelve angels who keep 
the twelve gates of heaven, u nite in cry ing 
down to this ap p roaching sp irit of the old 
man, “Come in and welcome, for it has 
been told all over these celestial lands th at 
y ou saved a m ao.” 
THE WORLD AGAINST A WOMAN. 
There sometimes come exigencies in the 
life of a woman. One m orning a few y ears 
ago I saw In the newsp ap er th at there was 
a y oung woman In 
New York whose 
B ketbook, containing thirty -seven dol- 
\ 
and 
thirty -three cents, had been 
stolen, and she had been left w ithou t a 
p enny at the beginning of w inter in a 
strange city , and no work. 
And althou gh 
she was a stranger, I did not allow the 9 
o’clock mail to leave the lamp p ost on our 
corner w ithou t carry ing the thirty -seven 
dollar* and thirty -three cents, and the case 
was p roved genuine. 
Now, I have read all Shakesp eare’s trage­ 
dies, and all Victor Hugo’s tragedies, and 
all Alexander Sm ith’s tragedies, bu t 
I 
never read a tragedy more thrilling than 
th at case, and sim iliar cases by the hu n­ 
dred# and thousands in all ou r large cities. 
Young women w ithou t money and w ith­ 
ou t home and w ithou t work in the great 
maelstroms of m etrop olitan life. 
When 
each a case comes under y our observation, 
how do y ou treat it? “Get ou t of my way . 
We have no room in our establishm ent 
for any more hands. 
I don’t believe in 
women any way . 
They are a lazy , idle, 
worthless set. John, p lease show this p er­ 
son ou t of the door.” 
Or do y ou com p lim ent heT p ersonal ap ­ 
p earance and say things to her which if 
any man said to y our sister or dau ghter 
y ou would kill him on the sp ot? T hat is 
one way , and it is tried every day in the 
large cities, and many of those who adver­ 
tise for female hands in factories and for 
governesses in families have p roved them ­ 
selves u nfit to be in any p lace outside of 
hell. 
But there is another way , and I saw 
it one day in the Methodist Book Concern 
In New York, where a y oung woman ap ^ 
p lied for work, and the gentlem an in tone 
and m anner said in substance: “My dau gh­ 
ter, we emp loy women here, bu t I do not 
know of any vacant p lace in ou r dep art­ 
ment. 
You had better inqu ire at such 
and such a p lace, and I hop e y ou will be 
successful in getting som ething to do. 
Here is my name, and tell them I sent 
y ou J* 
The embarrassed and humiliated woman 
seemed to give way to Christian confi­ 


dence. She started out with a hop eful 
look that I think must have won for her a 
p lace in which to earn her bread. 
I rather 
think that considerate and Christian gen­ 
tleman saved a woman. New Yp rk and 
Brookly n ground up last y ear about thirty 
thousand y oung women and would like to 
grind up about as many this y ear. Out of 
all that long p rocession of women who 
march on with no hop e for this world or 
the next, battered and 
bruised and scoffed 
at, and flung off the p recip ice, not one bu t 
might have been saved for home and God 
and heaven. But good men and good wom­ 
en are not in th at kind of business. 
Alas 
for that p oor thing! Nothing bu t the thread 
of th at sewing girl’s needle held her, and 
the thread broke. 
A CONTRAST. 
I have heard men tell in p ublic discourse 
w hat a man is; bu t what is a woman? 
U ntil some one shall give a better defini­ 
tion, I will tell y ou what woman is. 
Di­ 
rect from God, a sacred and delicate gift, 
w ith affections so great th at no m easuring 
line short of th a t of the infinite God can 
tell their bound. 
Fashioned to refine and 
soothe and lift and irradiate home and so­ 
ciety and the world. Of such value that 
no one can ap p reciate it, unless his mother 
lived long enough to let him understand 
it, or who in some great crisis of life, when 
all else failed him, had a wife to re-enforce 
him w ith a faith in God that nothing could 
distu rb. 
Sp eak out, y e cradles, and tell of the feet 
th at rocked y ou and the anxious faces th at 
hovered over y ou! Sp eak out, y e nurseries 
of all Christendom, and y e homes, whether 
desolate or still in full bloom w ith the 
faces of wife, m other and daughter, and 
help me to define w hat woman is. 
But as 
geograp hers tell us th at the dep ths of the 
sea corresp ond w ith the heights of the 
m ountains I have to tell y ou th at a good 
womanhood is not higher up than bad 
womanhood is deep down. 
The grander 
the p alace the more awful the conflagra­ 
tion that destroy s it. The grander th e ( 
steamer Oregon the more terrible her go­ 
ing down ju st off the coast. 
Now I should not wonder if y ou tram 
bled a little with a sense of resp onsibility 
when I say th at there is hardly a p erson in 
this house bu t may have an op p ortunity 
to save a woman. 
It may in y our case be 
done by good advice, or by financial help , i 
or by try ing to bring to bear some one of a 
thousand Christian influences, 
lf, for in- ( 
stance, y ou find a woman in financial dis- 
tress and breaking down in health and 
sp irits try ing to su p p ort her children, now 
th at her husband is dead or an invalid, do­ 
ing th at very im p ortant and honorable 
work—bu t which is little ap p reciated— 
keep ing a boarding house, where all the 
guests, according as they p ay small board, 
or p rop ose, w ithout p ay ing any board at 


lect them. Sup p ose we wick ©ne of us save 
* boy ©r save a girl. You ©sn do it. 
Will 
y ou? I will. 
KNOW GOD AND BR STRONG. 
How shall we get ready for one or all 
af these three exp loits? We shall make a 
dead failure if in our own strength we try 
to save a man or woman or child. 
But my 
text suggests where we are to get equip ­ 
ment. 
“The p eop le that do know their 
God shall be strong and do exp loits.” 
We 
m u st know him throu gh Jesu s Christ in 
ou r own salvation, and then we shall have 
his help in the salvation of others. 
And 
while y ou are saving strangers y ou may 
save some of y our own kin. 
You think 
y our brothers and sisters and children and 
grandchildren all safe, bu t they are not 
dead, and no one is safe till he is dead. On 
the English coast there was a wild storm 
and a wreck in the offing, and the cry was, 
“Man the lifeboat!” Bu t H arry , the u su al 
leader of the sailor’s crew, was not to be 
found, and they went w ithou t him, and 
brou ght back ail the ship wrecked p eop le 
bu t one. 
By this tim e Harry , the leader of the 
crew, ap p eared and said, “ W hy did y ou 
leave th at one?” The answer was, “He 
could not help himself at all, and we could 
not get him into the boat.” “Man the life­ 
boat:” shouted Harry , “and we will go for 
th at one.” “No,” said his aged mother, 
standing by , “y ou m u st not g a 
I lost 
y our father in a storm like this, and y our 
brother Will went off six y ears ago, and I 
have not heard a word from Will since he 
left, and I don’t know where he is, p oor 
W ill, and I cannot let y on also go, for 1 1 
am old and dep endent on y ou.” 
His rep ly 
was, “Mother, I m u st go and save th at one 
man, and if I am lost God will take care of 
y ou in y our old day s.” 
The lifeboat p u t out, and after an awful 
stru ggle with the sea they p icked the p oor 
fellow ou t of the rigging ju st in tim e to 
save his life, and started for the shore. 
And as they came w ithin sp eaking dis­ 
tance, H arry cried out, “We saved him, 
and tell m other it was brother W ill.” Oh, 
y es, my friends, iet us start ou t to save 
some one for tim e and for eternity , some 
man, ^bme woman, some child. 
And who 
knows bu t it may , directly or indirectly , be 
the salvation of one of ou r own kindred, 
and th at will be an exp loit worthy of cele­ 
bration when the world itself is ship ­ 
wrecked, and the sun has gone ou t like a 
a sm itten anvil, and all the 
stars are dead!

“Oh, no.” he said, “ I never go to chu rch.” 
“W ell,” said the dau ghter, “if I were going 
to be m arried would y ou not go to see me 
m arried?” And 
he 
said, 
“Oh, 
y es.” 
“ W ell,” said she, “this is of more im p o^ 
tance than th a t.” 
So he went and has gone ever since, and 
loves to go. 
I do not know bu t th at faith­ 
ful Sabbath school teacher not only saved 
* woman, bu t saved a man. There may be 
In this audience, gathered from all p arts of 
the world, there may be a man whose be­ 
havior toward womanhood has been p er­ 
fidious. 
Rep ent! Stand up , thou m aster­ 
p iece of sin and death, th at I may charge 
y ou! As far as p ossible make rep aration. 
Do not boast th at y ou have her in y our 
p ower and th at she cannot help herself. 
W hen th at fine collar and cravat, and th at 
elegant su it of clothes come# off and y our 
uncovered soul stands before God, y ou will 
be better off if y ou save th a t woman. 
YOU MAY SAVE A CHILD. 
There is another exp loit y ou can do, and 
th at is to save a child. A child doe* not 
seem to am ou nt to much. 
It is nearly a 
y ear old before it can walk at all. 
For the 
first y ear and a half it cannot sp eak a word. 
For the first ten y ears it would starve if it 
had to earn its own food. 
For the first 
fifteen y ears it# op inion on any subject is 
absolutely valueless. 
And then there are 
so many of them. 
My , w hat lots of chil­ 
dren! And some p eop le have contem p t for 
children. They are good for nothing bu t 
to wear ou t the carp ets and break things 
and keep y ou awake nights cry ing 
Well, y our estim ate of a child is quite 
different from th at m other’s estim ate who 
lost her child this summer. 
They took it 
to the salt air of the seashore and to the 
tonic air of the m ountains, bu t no help 
came, aud the brief p aragrap h of IU life is 
ended. Sup p ose th at life could be restored 
by p urchase, how much would th at be­ 
reaved m other give? She would take all 
th* jewels from her fingers aud neck and 
bureau and p u t them down. 
And if told 
th at th at was not enough she would take 
her house and make over the deed for it, 
and if th at were not enough she would call 
in all her investm ents and p u t down all 
her mortgages and bonds, and if told th at 
were not enough she would say : “I have 
made over all my p rop erty , and if I can 
have th at child back I will now p ledge th at 
I will toil with my own hands and carry 
with my own shoulders in any kind of 
hard work and live in a cellar and die in a 
garret. 
Only give me back th at lost dar- 


I am glad th at there are those who know 
bo me thing of a value of a child. 
Its p ossi­ 
bilities are tremendous. 
W hat will those 
hands y et do? W here will those feet y et 
walk? Toward what destiny will that 
never dy ing soul 
betake 
itself? Shall 
those lip s be the throne of blasp hemy or 
benediction? Come, 
chronologists, 
and 
calculate the decades on decades, the cen­ 
tu ries on centuries, of its lifetime. 
Oh, to 
save a child! Am I not right in p u tting 
th at among the great exp loits? 
B u t w hat are y ou going to do with those 
children who are worse off than if their 
father and m other had died the day they 
were born ? There are tens of thousands of 
such. 
Their p arentage was against them. 
Their name is against them. The stru ctu re 
of their sku lls is against them . 
Their 
nerves and muscles contam inated by the 
inebriety or dissoluteness of their p ar­ 
ents; they are p ractically at their birth laid 
ou t on a p lank in the middle of th* A tlan­ 
tic ocean, in an equinoctial gale, and told 
to make for shore. 
W hat to do w ith them 
ie the question often asked. 
There is another question qu ite as p erti­ 
nent, and th at is, W hat are they going to 
do w ith us? They will, ten or eleven y ear* 
from now, have as many votes as the sam* 
num ber of well born children, and they 
will hand this land over to anarchy and 
p olitical dam nation ju st as sure as we n ea t 


about It.
